HOOSE YE WHICH CODE! 

Twenty-five prominent Russian 
authors recently joined in à resolutior 
condemning Americans for their treat- 
ment of Maxim Gorky, the revolution~ 
ary. leader who came to this country 
accompanied by a mistress (Mme. An- 
drevia, a noted Russian actress.) leav- 
ing his wife and family behind. The 
resolution adopted by these prominent 
Russian authors declares that the 
American authors represented by 
Mark Twain have insulted Russian 
authors in the person of Maxim 
Gorky, and Russian womanhood in 
the person of Mme. Andrevia, “by in- 
terfering in their private affairs. We 
Ressians are amazed at such disre- 
gard of the principles of privacy rec- 
ognized by every civilized country, and 
hereby express our deep indignation.” 
This indignant protest of Russian 
authors illustrates a radical difference 


and that of the United States. It is 
evidently considered quite the proper 
thing in Russia for a man to have 3

a prominent person, the offense is 
widely known, and if it be not pun- 
ished, or rebuked according to its 
gravity. the general public construes 
it; in a sense, as a license to commit 
similar indecencies.

HE GARFIELD REPORT. 
James R. Garfield, Commissioner 
of Corporations, is entitled to con- 
'sratulations, as also the country

Company and its affiliated corpora- 


tons; that “with comparatively few 
exceptions, mainly of other large con- 


*"|cerns in California, the Standard has 


been the sole beneficiary of such dis- 
crimination:” and that “in almost 
every section oy the country that com- 


fair advantages over its competitors, 
and some of these discriminations af- 
fect enormous areas.” Mr. Garfield 
also says that “an especially large 
number of secret rates and rebates in 
the transportation of ofl was found in 


California,” and that in all more than 


(eighty distinct violations of tariffs on 


oll were discovered in this State. He 
estimates the total concessions to ship- 
pers and consignees under these rates, 
as compared to the published tariffs 
at not less than $200,000 per year, “of 
| which amount about $100,000 went to 
the Standard.” 

If any argument were lacking as to 
the necessity for Congressional legis- 
lation for the correction of these colos- 
‘sal and dangerous abuses, the facts 
brought to light by Commissioner 
Garfield's report furnishes it. These 
revelations emphasize the need for the 
passage of the pending rate bill, or of 
some measure which will empower the 
Interstate Commerce Commission to 
exercise a controlling influence over 
railroad rates, sc as to prevent the 
industrial crimes which have been in 
part laid bare through the commis- 
sioner’s investigations. It rests with 
the Senate to take cognizdnce of these 
things, and to unite in a patriotic en- 
deavor to aid in preventing the recur- 
rence of these crimes of collusion and 
discrimination which are a disgrace 
to the nation, an injury to its citizens, 
and a gross violation of its laws. 


MAGINATIVE REFUGEES. 


Now comes into the limelight the 


person with an indestrictible im- 
agination and bomb-proof mendacity 
which survived both earthquake and 
fire in San Francisco, and who, flee- 
ing across mountain and plain, hill 
and dale, feeds the open-mouthed hun- 
ger of the denizens of places on the 
railroads with tales of wonder. And 
the stories that some of these “fleers” 
tell bave Jules Verne, Baron Mun- 
chausen and even William R. Hearst 
put to the bad. 

The scope of the imaginative capa- 
bilities of the tale bearers, however, 
is scarcely in excess of the gullibility 
with which their yarns are gulped 


down by the natives who crowd around 


the stations, the sidings and the 
water tanks en route with ears ex- 
tended to listen. Yet, if the dis- 
pensers of these hallucinations would 
confine themselves to San Francisco, 
perhaps no fault could be found, for 
the reason that it is really dimeult to 
exaggerate some of the things” that 
happened there when events were at 
their worst. But it is when they ple- 
ture in lurid colors the tumbling ruin 
that did not befall Los Angeles that 
the blood of an 
safe, sans and sound town boils at 
about 900 degrees Fahr., and he wants 
to get right out and swat somebody 
with an ax handle. 

Witness the statement made by two 
alleged refugees named, respectively, 
Julia Christensen and H. H. Davis, to 
a gullible reporter of the Sioux City 
Tribune: “Several of the large office 
buildings in Los Angeles were so 
shaken that they have been condemned 
by the building inspector,” said Davis. 
“There were earthquake horrors in 
Los Angeles, and a number were in- 
jured if the truth were known,” he 
adds. “But the business men suc- 
ceeded in having the truth sup- 
pressed.” says he. And, according to 
the Tribune, Miss Christensen cor- 
roborated Davia, thus cutting off her 
own chances of salvation with his. 

Dozens of newspapers from all parts 
of the country—Hast, West, North 
and South—reach The Times, contain- 
ing this sort of rot concerning Los 
Angeles. Doubtless it may do more 
or lens harm, too, but the harm win 
be only of a temporary nature. In- 
deed, the truth is already widely 
enough known to offset whatever 
effect these victims of weird imagina- 
tions may have had on the situation. 

But this Mr. Davis and his corrobora- 
tor, Miss Christensen are top-notchers. 
They appear to be quite extraordinary 
in their line. As a matter of fact 
they seem fully qualified for positions 
on any of the Hearst newspapers.

What reason, then, is there to as- 
sume that Germany, France, and Italy, 
the remaining powers having large 
financial interests in South and Cen- 
tral America, will refuse their ac- 
quiescence? All are avowed support- 
ers of the cause of international arbi- 
tration Here, then, will be a splendid 
chance to give actual proof of the sin- 
cerity of their avowals. There wil! 
be no bar imposed upon the ultimate 
recovery of all legitimate debts, for. 
with the Calvo doctrine formally 
recognized as international law, any 
country attempting to defy the ar- 
tration award of The Hague tribunal— 
an almost inconceivable eventuality 
—would, of course, be brought to its 
bearings, by force, if needs oe, in the 
last resource. But then all the other 
nations would be the joint coercers. 
and the function would not, as now,

Therefore, if chere are no 
ulterior objects in this matter of debt- 
collecting, no nation need be one penny 
the worse off by accepting the Calvo 
doctrine.

Shaft - Sinking Through Rock. 

A new cireuvlar cutter that sinks a 
shaft through solid rock by remov- 
‘ing solid columns of the atone has been 
brought into use in Belgium. The ma- 
chine ie three feet in diameter, apd is 
a hollow cylinder of steel, at the base 
of which te mounted the circular. knife. 
The peculiarity of the Knife ia that it 
had two rows of teeth—alternate teeth 
upon concentric circumferences. This 
net only permits the knife to attack 
the stone better, but widens the ve 
in which the cylinder rotates. as- 
sist the cutting, fine granules of tem- 
pered steel and some water are poured 
into the groove. Electricity is the mo- 
tive power used. After the core is cut, 
it Is broken off into pleces by driving 
wedges into the groove. The column 
thus comes away in cylindrical . 
tions two or three feet long. The ma- 
chine cuts to a depth of about twelve 
feet, but by superimposing other cy!- 
inders above the firet one shafts have 
been sunk to fifty feet. e hardest 
réck can be dealt with. The time re- 
quired varies with the material: in 
biuestone, by way of example, a shaft 
is usually sunk to a depth of thir- 
teen feet In ten hours. The invention 
opens up quite a new class of opera- 
tions in the q industry.
